THE NICHOLS STREET BRIDGE 

Several years ago the Town Crier suggested 
an answer to the problem of what to do about 
the Nichols Street bridge. 

This was about the time that the Selectmen 
were having innumerable conferences with the 
County Commissioners and the Boston & Maine RR 
about a problem that vexes several dozen Wil- 
mington families. 

The Nichols Street bridge, which crosses the 
Nashua Division of the B&M was designed for 
horse-and-buggy traffic. As such it has a very 
fine design, and it was constructed by forward 
looking people who dikin't want grade-crossing 
accidents. 

Today of course the horse and buggy is no 
longer with us, and the bridge is a thing of 
danger. There have been many accidents, and be- 
cause school children must cross it daily there 
could be even worse accidents of the kind no 
one wants to read. 

The Town Crier suggested that a road should 
be constructed from Nichols Street to Grove Ave 
on the East side of the tracks, so that school 
busses could get to the Fairmeadow Road section 
without having to cross the bridge. School bus- 
ses sre forbidden by the Mass. Department of 
Public Utilities to use this bridge, and chil- 


dren have to walk to 
the busses. Shawsheen Avenue to get on 


Today we of Wilmington have a report which 
was made to our Planning Board, recommending 
that a road be constructed from Nichols St. 
to Grove Avenue. The original Town CFier re- 
commendation is now seen to be feasible by 
other people. 

The road would cost somewhere between $20 
and $35 thousand, we would guess. It could be 
built without any actual cost to the town, by 
employing the "Betterment" clause. 

There are already two or more rights-of-way 
through part of the area, one of them being New 
Hampshire Ave. The town could build on these 
rights of way without having to actually buy 
the land, and this would help to reduce costs. 

The land-owners would profi t, because making 
a street there would give them several dozen 
house lots on each side, and today a house-lot 
is worth upwards of $2,000. 

And last, but not least, we would be able to 
close off the Nichols Street bridge to auto 
traffic, and make it a foot bridge only - thus

NOW THAT URBAN RENEWAL IS A DEAD DUCK 

Wilmington is a town that has to build a new 
school a year, for the next ten years. Many 
other towns must, too, but they don't know it, 
and have made no plans for it. Wilmington does, 
and has the plans and program. 

But if Wilmington builds 10 new schools we 
can expect our tax rate to increase from $3 to 
$6 per school, unless we have as a tax base of 
something other than new homes. We need new in- 
dustry. 

Of course we will get new industry. All we 
have to do is to sit back, and it will come 
pouring in, on Route 93. That is what happened 
in Burlington, with Route 128. 

But we just don't want any industry to come 
pouring in - we must be choosy - we must ex- 
clude the "cats and dogs" by which we mean the 
type of industry that will do good in good 
times, and load down our relief rolls during 
times of depression. 

That is one of the reasons behind much of 
our past planning in Wilmington - to put us in 
to a position where we can pick and choose. 

It is also one of the reasons why Urban Re- 
newal was originally proposed for Wilmington. 

Urban Renewal was originally proposed by one 
of our past Town Managers, after an episode 
with a representative of the Sylvania company. 

This representative had found a site he 
liked, and was ready to tell his company to 
sign on the dotted line, for a major facility 
in Wilmington. Then he saw Wilmington Square

in the plans for Urban Renewal). 

Our TM recommended to the Board of Select- 
men, and to the Planning Board, that we insti- 
tute an Urban Renewal program, and that was 
the beginning of the story. Everyone knows the 
end. 

We have a letter in this week's issue that 
refers to Urban Renewal as a sort of "gimmick" 
We agree, but we would rather see money poured 
into this kind of gimmick than into battleships 
and airplanes, which become obselete almost as 
soon as they are built. $750,000 poured into a 
peat bog in Wilmington Square would never have 
to be poured in again. 

Massachusetts is a state that has the du- 
bious advantage of paying $1.61 in Federal tax- 
es, for every dollar it receives back. It is 
one of the few states in the Union that can 
make this type of claim. 

We don't like to see Federal money poured 
into bog holes or battleships, but if poured it 
must be, then we see no reason why we shouldn't 
join the "gimme" line. 

Puerto Rico has 39 active Urban Renewal pro- 
jects. Connecticut has done much about it, and 
so have many other states. Until a few days a- 
go Massachusetts had done practically nothing. 

We weren't happy about the Special Town 
Meeting. The subject was admittedly as contro- 
versial as it could be, but we were hoping for 
a full discussion, at least. We expected to 
see Urban Renewal go down the drain, because 
not enough background work had been done. 

But don't misunderstand us. The Wilmington 
Housing Authority was not the only authority 
that suffered from the disease of "feet in the 
mouth*? 

There was an advantage to be gained for the 
merchants in the square. It wouldn't have been 
easy to achieve, true. But only one man seented 
to work on it, and he was alone. 

Let us say that it is our belief that if the 
previous Town Manager to whom we referred had 
been in charge he would have spent many nights 
visiting the various boards, and trying to get 
rid of the personality problems. He would have, 
we also believe, visited the merchants in Wil- 
mington Square. Maybe he wouldn't have solved 
the difficulties, but he would have tried. 

Let us also make a parting shot about that 
"editorial" in a "newspaper" which said that 
the writer had made a "reasonably meticulous" 
examination ( what ever that means), and deci- 
ded against Urban Renewal. 

When that young man had made his "reasonably 
meticulous" examination he said: 

"It's a wonderful plan. I would like to come 
out for it. But I can't. You see, I have just 
sold an advertisement".
